Anotlior null was driven In the coffin 
that Will bury the Llboral party on 
Saturday, at St. Mark's ychoolhou.se, 
Bolesklne road, last night. The meet- 
ing was luld In the Interests of D. M. 
EbertS, K. C, the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive candidate, and was most enthu- 
siastic, ordy a solitary Liberal being 
present, the balance being strongly in 
favor of Mr. Eberts. 

E. B. Seawall was .appointed chair- 
man and Introduced as the first 
speaker of the evening Hon R. G. Tat- 
low, minister at finance and agricul- 
ture, who was received with cheara. 
In opening, the speaker expressed 
I his pleasure at meeting the large audl- 
| once, and said he thought it Ills duty, 
occupying the position lie did, to ex- 
plain financial conditions. On Juno 
30, 1903, when the present administra- 
tion came Into power, the province had 
pressing debts of $1,000,000 and only 
$30,000 In the treasury. This required 
extraordinary measures, and arrange- 
ments were made to secure from three 
of the leading insurance companies a 
loan to cover the liabilities. Upon 
this being agreed upon, the legislature 
was called at tho earliest possible mo- 
ment and tho measure placed before 
the House, and It was agreed to. 

To meet this loan, taxes had to be 
paid, an unpopular but necessary 
thing:. By June 30, 1904, the balance 
sheet was even, and at the end of the 
next year there was a surplus of over 
$200,000. Tho government had prom- 
ised to reduce taxes when the revenue 
j was more than the expenditure, and 
j did so. First It was the personal 
j property tax and afterwards that on 
! real properly, the latter being placed 
hack In its old position. 
■ The opposition leador had said, the 
money should have been borrowed on 
a long loan instead of for ten years, 
but John Oliver was going around the 
Eraser valley saying it should have 
been only borrowed for two years. 

Mr, Tatlow then explained the con- 
ditions of the loan and that it was 
now only. $700,000. By an arrange- 
ment with the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, 3 per cent was allowed on all 
government funds on deposit. Last 
I year this had realized $24,800; that 
' would meet nil the year's Interest on 
the amount left of the loan, with the 
exception of $10,000. This year the 
interest would be more than met. 
(Loud applause). 

Alluding to the charge that the 
present administration was dominated 
by the C. P. R., he pointed out that 
such was untrue. Though taxes had 
been raised on the poor man, they had 
been made much heavier on the cor- 
porations. This was proved by th:i 
fact that In 1903 that company paid 
only $11,200 in taxes, while last year, 
for exactly the same property, it had 
paid $(56,500. (Cheers). 

The charge that the late chief com- 
missioner had been given stock In a 
coal company was also false. Mr. 
Green had been offered it, but refused 
to accept. (Hear, hear). It had also 
been charged that the same company 
had obtained leases In the Peace River 
country. This was also untrue. 
Neither that company nor anyone else 
had received an acre there. The land 
was all covered b" a reserve, to give 
the grunt promise, to the Dominion 
government by the Settlement Act, 
and all applications had been refused. 
(Applause). 

Coming to the Eraser River bridge, 
Mr. Tatlow said that the government 
had asked for a grant of $300, noo 
towards it from the Dominion author- 
ities. It was met by the astounding 
proposal that if the government would 
hand "over the bridge to a private cor- 
poration a grant would be given. Not 
a cent would they give to the provin- 
cial authorities, as representing the 
whole people, but were willing to givo 
$300,000 to private Individuals, | rot- 
ably grafters. (Hear, hear). 

Speaking of agriculture, the minis- 
ter alluded to the great advances that 
had been made since tho pre.se it gov- 
ernment came Into power. There 
were now eighteen creameries, for '11- 
stance, pro 1. icing double the quantity 
of butter as in 1002. Its value was 
$500,000, against $260,000 four years 
ago. Horticulture had, however, been 
r/van more prosperous. One of the 
best tilings introduced was a sysljnv 
of rigid Inspection. This would result 
in British Columbia producing 'he 
best fruit in the world. (Hear, hear). 
The nine nurseries In the province 
would soon be able to meet ail ro- 
(•[Uiivmonts, as in two years there 
would be a million and a half young 
trees ready for the local market. 

As for selling this fruit, effort.', had 
been made to secure tho markets of 
the prairie. Exhibits had been sent 
to the fairs at Winnipeg, Reglna and 
Brandon. They had not only be 



successful in securing tills market, but 
tho prairie people had been so Inter- 
ested that many of them had crossed 
the mountains and come to sec for 
themselves. As a result many were 
coming here to reside and Invest. 
(Applause). Reaching further afield, 
England had been Invaded and for 
two years this province had taken the 
highest honors in London, and this 
year In Edinburgh also. Was not 
this class of work, that made British 
Columbia known in every part of the 
world, batter than shouting on tho 
housetops that subsidies would bo 
given to railways amounting to mil- 
lions of dollars? (Cheers). 

The timber Industry had also ad- 
vanced. Owing to wise legislation, 
not a log was being exported; all was 
manufactured In the province. This 
accounted for much of the present 
prosperity, as there were now 12G 
mills in operation, with a capacity of 
4,000,000 feet per day. Last year the 
province produced G 10,000,000 feet of 
lumber, and every foot whs manufac- 
tured In British Columbia. (Hear, 
hear). 

Discussing the question of better 
terms, Mr. Tatlow said that an attempt 
was being made to bring tile province 
under the dominance of Ottawa. For 
why? The Grand Trunk Pacific had 
approached Mr. McBrlde asking a 
subsidy of 15,000 acres or laud a mile. 
This had been rightly refused. W. W. 
B. Mclnnes and Judge Henderson .had 
not left their positions for nothing. 
They were pledged to give the subsidy, 
and if elected would give it. Should 
free citizens of the province vote for 
this, to be brought under the voice of 
Ottawa and be bled for 15,000,000 
acres of land? (No! No!) If so, vote 
for the Liberals; if not, all would 
vote for Mr. Eberts as member' for the 
Saanlch constituency; (Loud and pro- 
longed applause). 

After the cheering had subsided, the 
chairman called on Mr. Eberts. He 
received a most enthusiastic, greeting, 
being unable to speak tor several min- 
utes owing to the applause. 

In opening, Mr. Eberts said that ' 
oven if there were , no' other reasons > 
than those advanced by Captain Tut 
low, tho government should be sup- 
ported, not only by the majority, but 
by every man in the district. (Hear, 
hoar). For the past three years scur- 
rility had been on the banner of the 
Opposition; His opponent was engag- 
ing In tills, saying the speaker was a 
rogue. "Tomorrow night, however," 
lie said, "1 meet him here, and will 
prove hlrn a liar or a coward. And I 
want you to come here and listen to 
me do it." (Loud cheers). 

When the Columbia & Western 
railway, he said, was first proposed, 
the Kootenay was almost unknown. 
It was necessary to open it up by 
railways, and, as a result, the revenuo

Stimulated to Efforts to Present Biig Four With 
Handsome Majorities— Slander Slogan Silenced 
and Government Record Approved

J. H. Hawthornthwaite Addresses 
a Well-Attended Meeting 
at A. 0. U.W. Hall 



"I've been reading the Times, that 
wretched little capitalistic rag, and 
find I'm accused of preventing the 
defeat of the Conservative party. I 
icsue a challenge and defy any Liberal 
or Labor man to show me any vote in 
the legislature where th3 Socialists 
have prevented the defeat of tho Con- 
servative party." 

• So said J. H. Hawthornthwaite, 
Socialist leader, at a meeting of 
Socialists held last night, at A O. U. W. 
Hall. He said further: 

"V.ook at the position of the Lib- 
erals. We absolutely refuse to line 
up with them to support their despic- 
able course. Read their organ, the 
Times; read what it said at the time 
the last House commenced its ses- 
sions. It said then the Socialists were 
bound to support tho Liberal party, 
because the Socialists take the same 
position as the Liberals. What wore 
the facts? The Conservative party 
stands for capitalism. There is no 
numbllg. They believe in the evolu- 
tion of capital. Tho l iberal shakes 
his head about capitalistic production 
and says It requires reformation. The 
ninno Liberal may sound good, but It 
stands for capitalistic production. The 
Times has said again and again we 
could defeat the government. I caught 
J. A. Macdonald on the platform at 
Rossland. I had Introduced forty re- 
form bills. The Liberals, with the 
aid of tho Socialists, could have car- 
ried tnoso bills. As a matter of fact, 
three quarters of them were defeated, 
not alone by the Conservatives, but by 
the majority of the Liberals. 

"Mr. Macdonald had asked why the 
Socialists di not line up with Lib- 
erals to make large corporations pay 
Increased taxation. A retroactive 
measure had been brought forward. 
Ordinarily J. A. Macdonald was not a 
good speaker. to listen to. He was a 
poor speaker, and a poor speaker in a 
bad cause is a,bad man to listen to.

The assurance of a general sweep 
of the Mainland which Premier Mc- 
Brlde gave to the Conservative work- 
ers when lie addressed them last Sat- 
urday night after his return from a 
tour of the Interior has had a marked 
effect on the local campaign, and yes- 
terday this was noticeable in the in- 
creased confidence of government 
supporters and the willingness of some 
Liberals to admit that their fight In 
tho city of Victoria wus almost hope- 
less. 

The reports handed In to campaign 
headquarters, show that it is now only 
a question of how large the majorities 
will be in favor of the Big Four. 

Tho Conservatives of Victoria, feel- 
ing that the Mainland will roll up a 
largo majority In favor of the Mc- 
Bride administration, are determined 
that the Capital City shall be right 
to the front with one of the strongest 
of endorsatlons to be found in the bal- 
lot boxes on the night of Feb. 2. 

Premier McBrlde left yesterday 
morning for Vancouver and the Frasor 
Valley constituencies. Ho will return 
on Friday to deliver his final message 
to the electors on the eve of polling 
day, and on that occasion his support- 
ers may expect to hear him effectively 
silence tho last faint sound of tho 
slander slogan that has been used by 
the enemy ever since the opening of 
tho campaign. 

Throughout ills tour of tho Main- 
land the premier met all the opposi- 
tion that could, be Induced to apt. 
pear on tho same platform with him, 
and even went Out of his way to put 
tho qulotus on Smith Curtis and oth- 
ers who, believing themselves safe in 
remold parts,' reiterated the charges 
that had been refuted to the complete 
satisfaction of the enormous gather- 
ings in the centres. 

It was a case of absolute vindica- 
tion all along the lino of the most)

DISTURBANCE CREATED 
AT A COW MEETING 



Violent Language of Liberal Can- 
didate Resented by Many 
in Audience 



Rossland, Jun. 2S.— The disgraceful 
attempt of U10 Liberal heele.rs to de- 
bauch this constituency with free

THE WHITELEY MURDER 

Verdict of Wilful Murdei — Tragedy 
Still Unexplained 

London, Jan. 28. — A verdict of wil- 
ful murder was rendered by a coron- 
er's jury this morning against Horace 
George Raynor, the man who shfct 
and killed William Whlteley, the well 
known Westbourno Grove merchant, 
on January 2-1. 

But few additional facts developed 
at the Inquest, and the motive of the 
crime still remains a ntystery,~""unless, 
as the police assert, It was the failure 
of an attempt to blackmail the mer- 
chant. The sons of the murdered 
man testified that they had never seen 
or heard of Raynor before the day of 
tho tragedy. 

A witness who testified to the events 
Immediately prior to the shooting said 
he heard Raynor say to 'Whlteley: 
"Are you going to give way?" Mr. 
Whlteley said: "No." Raynor then 
said: "You are a dead man," and 
drawing a revolver from his pocket 
he fired and the merchant fell dead 
without uttering a sound.

Saarbrucken, Rhenish Prussia, Jan. 
28, — About two hundred miners were 
entombed earls' this morning at tho 
Redan shaft by an explosion of tiro 
damp. One hundred and sixty-four 
corpses and many injured miners have 
been taken out. 

The explosion occurred 2.300 feet un- 
derground, anil is one and a quarter 
miles from the floor of tho shaft. It 
is the greatest mine disaster ever 
known in the Saar region. 

About 600 men entered the mine for 
the day shift, but about four hundred 
of them escaped through the Blldstock 
shaft, which communicates with the 
Redan underground. 

At a late hour tonight it was still 
uncertain how many workmen were 
still in the mine, the reports being di- 
vergent. The entrance to the gallery 
underground is blocked with dead 
horses. 

Heartrending scenes are witnessed 
among the thousands of persons, most- 1 
ly members of the families of the min- 
ers, who are gathered about the mouth' 
of the shaft. Most of the bodies 
brought to the surface are mangled 
beyond recognition, but as they arc 
carried out, moans and sobs from the 
assembled relatives rend the air. 

The mine inspectors this evening or- 
dered the rescuers lo their homes, and 
to hold themselves In readiness for 
further orders. 

Emperor William has ordered that a 
full report of the disaster be sent him.

Tito Daily Telegraph, St. John, N.B,» 
In its issue of January 17th, says: R. 
Marpole, the general superintendent of 
tho Pacific' division of the C. P. 
who has been spending the last few 
days in the city, gave a Telegraph re- 
proson,tutive yesterday an interesting 
review of conditions in British Colum- 
bia. The way the Pacllic province 
has progressed in recent yeurs was the 
first subject touched upon. 

••British Columbia la indeed prosper- 
ous extraordinarily so," said Mr. Mar- 
pole, "and 1 see no reason why this 
gratifying condition of alTairs should 
not continue. The fisheries, mines, 
lumber and fruit interests are thriving. 
Tho mines of the interior, especially 
at Rossland and in the Boundary dis- 
trict, were never more satisfactory 
and prosperous than today; the lumber 
mills of the province have been over- 
loaded with orders for months, and It 
is conildently expected that business in 
this line wdll be very much Increased 
this coining year. 

"New mills having the most modern 
and complete machinery and of large 
capacity are being built all over the 
province, more particularly at tho 
coast. In its great forests of probably 
the llnest soft wood in the world, Brit- 
ish Columbia has a magnllicent asset." 

in reply to a question as to the work 
of the fisheries commission, Mr. Mar- 
pole auid lie believed it was still en- 
gaged In its investigations. He felt 
satisfied from the personnel that Its 
deliberations and recommendations, If 
acted upon as they should be "without 
fear or favor" would be eminently to 
the advantage, of the province, and, of 
course, also to the Dominion as a 
whole, because tho people pi British 
Columbia were first rate, and liberal 
customers of the eastern provinces. 

Reference was made to the labor 
problems which have been confronting 
the Pacific province. "Yes," replied 
Mr. Marpole, "the labor question Is a 
serious problem for our legislators. 
Our province has suffered more than 
any other part of Canada, owing part- 
ly to the continued scarcity of ordin- 
ary labor, und unless something Is 
done promptly to help out this situa- 
tion the progress of British Columbia 
is bound to suffer materially. The 
prohibition of Chinese was, in my 
opinion, a mistake. 1 have been a 
resident of the province for nearly 21 
.sear, find, as it consequence of my 
business pursuit as a railway man, 
have seen a good deal of the business 
part of tho country, and 3 was always 
opposed to the Imposition of tlie pre- 
sent prohibitive head tax of 5500 on 
Chinese. They can and should be ad- 
mitted as freely as the Japanese. Pro- 
tection can be afforded those inhabi- 
tants of the province whose Interests 
might . supposedly be affected by an ) 
influx of -Chinese. Restrictions could 
be imposed which would conllnc their 
employment to such as the ordinary 
whito labor will not tackle. 

"It is evident by the experience last 
year demonstrated that to make the 
great success of fruit growing the 
magnllicent climate of the province j 
warrants the fruit ranches must gel 
cheaper labor and lots more of it. The! 
native Indians are too uncertain to 
place dependence on when the fruits] 
are ready to be gathered in; they nre | 
too nomadic and will travel long dis- 
tances to fish. On the other hand, 
the Chinese are Ideal laborers for this 
work. They are noted as careful and 
successful gardeners and can always 
be depended on. It is for our legisla- 
tors, after having closed the door 
against the only labor formerly avail- 
able for the special class of work 1 
have mentioned, to provide what we 
must have to enable tho province to 
continue its march of prosperity and 
I progression." 

Speaking of the cities of the province 
Mi. Marpole said Vancouver, as the 
commercial, bub of tlie province, was 
growing rapidly, solidly find soundlly; 
It had more Hum r.5,000 people and at 
the present rate of increase would soon 
reach 100,000. The beautiful city of 
Victoria was also growing. It had be- 
come noted for its magnificent climate 
and the beauty of its surroundings. 

"The C. P. R. was building a magni- 
ficent hotel, in Victoria," he said, "and 
It would be open for business about 
June 1." He predicted a great success 
for the hotel in attracting tourist 
trufllc from all parts of the world. 

Asked as to the interesting political 
situation in the Pacific province, Mr. 
Marpole said: "Yes, British Columbia 
Is now In the' throes of an election fori 
tho local legislature. Both sides are,! 
of course, sanguine as to the result 
but remember what Sir John A. Mac- 
donald once said, 'There is nothing 
sure in this world but death and taxes 
nothing so gloriously uncertain ns a 
political election, or a horse race.'" 

Talking on the weather .Mr. Marpole 
said that all over the northern conti- 
nent it was exceptionally severe with 
heavy snowfall. The live stock in Al- 
berta might stilTer if this rigid cold 
weather continue:-;. "I notice that you 
have rather unreliable weather here.] 
This is how it strikes me as a British 
Columbian, accustomed to a far better 
climate than prevails In any other part 
of our great Dominion."

All things 
may be fair in love, war and polities, 
but we do not believe the axiom, even 
as we have amplified it, extends far 
enough to warrant the circulation of 
base and unfounded insinuations. We 
do not propose, however, to rest upon 
a general denial that there have been 
any transactions in connection with 
the Lands and Works Departmort 
that can "be described as "nefarious," 
but to take up the opposition charges 
seriatim, and show how utterly un- 
tenable they are.

It 
is objected that the areas should have 
been put up at competition in all 
cases. In the first place tills is. open 
to question as a matter of policy, be- 
cause, while competition might In 
some cases increase the receipts for 
tho first year, it would be almost cer- 
tain to lead to the acquisition of the 
areas by a few large concerns. Com- 
petition for licenses looks very well on 
tho face or it, but It puts the weak 
operator at the mercy of the large 
capitalist. In the next place, such 
competitions as took place showed 
that the province was only tho gainer 
thereby to a very slight extent, not 
more than 10 cents per acre. 

The Coal Leases. Not a single 
license to prospect for coal, or not a 
single coal leaso has been issued ex- 
cept In strict compliance with the 
law, .and In no ease whatever has 
there been any partiality or favorit- 
ism shown. It has been falsely 
charged that leases were Issued to the 
Transporatlon Exploration Company 
covering lands in the Pine 
River valley, after stock in 
the company had been offer- 
ed to Mr. Green, then Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works. This 
statement Is absolutely and wholly 
false, for instead of such leases hav- 
ing been Issued to the company, the 
Lands and Works Department, in the 
first Instance, and afterwards the gov- 
ernment as a whole refused to issue 
licenses or leases covering land In the 
Pino River valley, and none have ever 
been issued to the company or any 
one else. 

The above are the transactions, 
which the Times describes as "ne- 
farious." There is not in any one of 
them, nor In any other transaction of 
the Lands and Works Department, 
any thing that will not stand the most 
rigid scrutiny; there is not a single 
act that has been done In connection 
with that Department, since the pres- 
ent government came into power, that 
can be Impeached on the ground of 
underhand or corrupt dealing. There

THAT PROPOSED GIFT 

The more the gift proposed by tho 
Dominion government to the Grand 
Tronic Pacific Railway company, of 
the reversionary right of the province 
to 13,000 acres of excellent land near 
the site of Prince Rupert is examined, 
the more extraordinary it appears. Ex- 
perience shows that an Indian Res- 
ervation is always the pick of the 
neighborhood in which it is situated, 
and that near Prince Rupert is no ex- 
ception to the rule. There is little 
room for doubt that if tiie railway 
company could have secured the re- 
versionary right of the province, Us 
terminus would have been located on 
tho reservation, every acre of which 
and every foot of water frontage would 
belong in that case to the company 
absolutely. The province would not 
have been entitled to a single dollar 
out of land that would lie worth mil- 
lions to the company, and its rights in 
tW 10,000 acres on Kalen Island would 
have been rendered comparatively val- 
ueless, for very many years to come. 

The pominipn government wished 
tho provincial government to do this 
great injustice to the province. When 
Mr. Templeman spoke on the subject 
in the House of Commons, ho at- 
tempted to turn it off In a casual way, 
by saying that It was true the Domin- 
ion government made tho request, hut 
it was for tho provincial government 
to acquiesce In it or not. This is about 
the way hold-up men work. They call 
upon their victim to throw up his 
hands. He is not obliged to do so. lie 
can keep them down and get shot, If 
ho prefers to do SO.

WATER WORKS DIFFICULTY 

Householders Leaving Taps Open 
Cause Pumps to Work Very Fast 

"We had the pumps going harder 
on Sunday night," said Foreman 
Preece of the water works to the Col- 
onist yesterday, "than at any time 
since tho last cold snap, and it was 
entirely due to the number of people 
who let their pipes run, fearing an- 
other freeze-up. And it wasn't really 
so very cold, after all," added Mr. 
Preece. 

Mr. Preece stales that the work of 
remedying the damage done by the 
frost during the Into cold snap is now 
nearly finished. "I expect," said he, 
"that WC .^li.in na\e UVel'i LilillB l.-.^a 
and the system working as well as 
ever by Tnursday." 

Mr. Preece states that it is the 
smaller pipes that have suffered from 
the frost most. The large water 
mains, although in some instances 
they were frozen solid, have without 
exception proved on thawing out, to 
lie perfectly sound. The one and two- 
Inch pipes, however, have in many 
cases been burst by the ice, and now 
that the thaw has come, the breaks 
arc very much in evidence. 

"Most of the bursted pipes," said 
Mr. Preece, "are those which were laid 
as 'temporary,' although lots of them 
have been temporary for llfteen or 
sixteen years now. It is in those cases 
where the pipes have had to be pass- 
ed over nick that tho trouble has 
arisen. At the time the service wus 
installed the city was not willing to 
go to the cost of blasting, and conse- 
quently the pipes were laid near the 
surface, merely as a makeshift, tho 
understanding being thut they would 
bo replaced at a lower level later on. 
Time has gone by, however, and tho 
fact that they were makeshifts has 
been forgotten. 

"After this I hope," concluded Mr. 
Preece, "it will be found possible to 
la" all the pipes three feet deep, 
whether there is blasting to be done 
or not," 

Mr. Preece states that 111 teen years 
ago the city experienced an even cold- 
er spell than the one of a few days 
ago. Not nearly as much damage was 
done, to the water system, however, 
on account Of the fact that there was 
snow on tho ground, this having the 
effect of keeping the frost from pene- 
trating very far.

An effort is still being made to un- 
seat Alderman W. A. Gleason, It being 
claimed that his election was illegal, 
and that he is not entitled to hold the 
position of alderman. The first inti- 
mation to the effect that a fight was 
to be made with a view to unseating 
Mr. Gleason was given at the meeting 
of the city council on Monday evening 
of last week, when a letter was re- 
ceived from George A. Morphy de- 
manding that Mr. Gleason vacate his 
chair on the board. Mr. Gleason him- 
self was not heard from when the let- 
ter was read, but His Worship took it 
upon himself to announce to the 
council that the city solicitor had been 
consulted on' the matter, and had 
given it as his opinion that Mr. Glea- 
son's position was unassailable. 

It had been expected that the matter 
would' be allowed to drop there, but 
such will not be the case. 

"There are some preliminary pro- 
ceedings to be gone through," said 
George Morphy yesterday, "and then, 
unless Mr. Gleason vacates mean- 
while, we shall probably put the matter 
before the courts." 

. Objection Is being taken against Mr. 
Gleason on the ground that he' was 
npt. '.a property, owner at the time of 
the- elections. According to the act, 
it is necessary, to qualify for alder- 
man, a man should have been "for six 
months the owner of registered prop- 
erty to the value of $500, free of any 
registered encumbrance or charge." 
Mr. Gleason in his official statement 
qualified on Lot I, Block 84, Fernwood, 
the land of which Is valued at $550, 
while there are improvements to the 
extent of $2500, and also on Lots 32, 
33, 35, 37 and 39, Block 69, Fernwood, 
the assessed value of which Is $13,000. 
The latter piece of property is not 
registered in Mr. Gleason's name at 
all, and It is claimed that it can ac- 
cordingly be left entirely out of the 
reckoning. As regards the former 
piece, Mr. Gleason had a mortgage of 
$2500 thereon. As, however, this left 
$500 free of all encumbrance, it would 
have been possible for him to have 
qualified on it. On December 12, how- 
over, Mr. Gleason sold this pieco of 
property, and thus on nomination day, 
January 1-1, he was not, it is claimed, 
literally speaking, the owner of it. 

When lie sold the property, Mr. 
Gleason, however, recognized that he 
was dependent on the registered own- 
ership thereof for his qualification for 

'alderman, and that his name might 
continue to appear on the books at 
the registry office, he arranged 'with 

I the purchaser that the sale should not 

! be registered until after the elections. 

(The new owner of the land kept his 
word, and the land wan not registered 
in his name until a few days ago. 

Mr. Morphy bases his elaijn for the 
disqualification of Mr. Gleason on the 
grounds that Mr. Gleason was not 
really the owner of the land at the 
time of the elections. 

"Mr. Gleason had sold the land," 
said Mr. Morphy. "The purchaser 
had the titles and everything, and Mr. 
Gleason could no longer be described 
as the 'owner.' The act provides that 
at the time of nomination, and for six 
months previous, candidates for alder- 
man must have been the - 'registered 
owners of the land.' Well, Mr. Glea- 
son was 'registered' all right, because 
the purchaser neglected to turn the 
deeds into the land registry office. 
But although Mr. Gleason was 'regis- 
tered,' he was liot the owner, and I 
claim that his qualifications thus did 
not come within the act." 

City Solicitor Mann stated that in 
his opinion the fact that Mr. Gleason 
was the "registered" owner at the 
time of the elections was sufficient, and 
that if carried to the courts the case 
would result In victory for the de- 
fendant.

WHARF CONTRACT LET 

B. C. General Contract Co. Will Build 
Structure for Alaska Steamship Co. 

The contract for the building of the 
proposed new wharf for the Alaska 
Steamship company, was let yesterday 
to the B. C. General Contract com- 
pany, the amount agreed upon being 
$15,200. It is expected that work wil 
bo commenced at once and that it will 
bo completed and ready for use with- 
in two months from date. 

When finished, the structure will be 
an ornament to the waterfront. It will 
bo built on James Hay a few blocks 
to the west of the postoffice, and will 
do much to Improve the appearance 
of that portion of the foreshore. The 
plans have been drawn up by F. M. 
Rattenbury, architect, the wharf itselt 
will be about one hundred feet spare, 
nnd will carry extensive sheds for tlfe 
storage of baggage and bonded mer- 
chandise, and will be reached from 
the shore by a long slip. There is fac- 
ilities for mooring vessels to three 
sides of the wharf, but passengers will 
not go aboard from the wharf Itself. 
A huge floating pontoon is provided 
for this purpose; This will rise and 
fall with the tide and will thus do 
away with the declivity which is the 
dread of nervous passengers when the 
tide is low, and the deck of the ves- 
sel below the lauding stage. The 
pontoon will be reached from the shore 
by a long raised ' g.-nigway similar to 
that in use on tlniM'. I\ It. docks on 
the far side of the bay. A spacious 
waiting room and- ticket office will be 
built on the gangway. 

Altogether the new docks will be as 
up-to-date and modern in every way 
as is possible.

OF ISLAND TRAGEDY 



Body of Alfred Douglas Carried 
to Cemetery at Fulford 
Yesterday 



Sorgeant Murray, of the provincial 
police returned yesterday from Beaver, 
point, scene of tlio murder of Alfred 
Douglas on Salt Spring island, where 
lie had been securing evidence for the 
trial which commences in tho pro- 
vincial police court here before mag- 
istrate Hull on Friday. As far as 
can be learned tho shooting of Doug- 
las followed a drinking bout, all the 
five present at William's house hav- 
ing been drinking In tho front room 
of the houso. They are united in say- 
ing that no brawl took place and are 
at a loss to account for the knife 
wound received by the alleged slayer. 
He left the four others sitting at. the 
tablo to go upstairs by way of the 
kitchen, and soon afterward Douglas 
followed. He had not gone up more 
than two or three stairs, if that far, 
when he was shot and instantly killed 
a '15.70 bullet passing through his 
head and burying Itself in the floor. 
The angle shows that it was fired 
from the stairhead. The body of the 
victim was left on the kitchen Moor 
and whon found a rifle presumed to 
be that of tho slayer was lying along- 
side. The three who sat at a table 
In the front room ran to the kitchen 
after the shot was tired; but none 
saw the shooting. 

The funeral of Douglas took place 
yesterday morning at Fulford harbor, 
where the murdered man had resided 
with his wife and family. The burial 
service was conducted by Rev. Father 
W. Elsser, of Victoria, who went to the 
island for that purpose. The ob- 
sequies were largely attended, the 
dead man having been very popular 
.among his fellow resident',. 

Arrangements have been made to 
bring the necessary witnesses to Vic- 
toria for the preliminary hearing nf 
Williams on the charge of murder on 
Friday.

A Commission has been appointed by the Governor of Indiana to 
investigate tuberculosis, conditions in the stato and to make recom- 
mendation to the next general assembly of tho Legislature that a state 
farm for the cure of consumption be established. 

The Commission has propared plana that include the expenditure 
of $100,000 for the purchase of about 200 acres of good land and pro„- 
vide the necessary buildings, to care for about 300 people — 150 male >jyd 
150 female.

NAVY 



Engineering, writing of experience of 
the admiralty scheme of amalgamat- 
ing tho executive and engineering 
branches of the Navy, says that Inter- 
est has Interfered to prevent the young 
gentlemen cadets from becoming too 
completely engineers; In, that cuse tho. 
old vicious system will survive, and 
there will bo a lino of demarcation be- 
tween thei two brandies of the ser- 
vice. Tho admiralty originally laid 
it down that Instruction in engineering 
should be made compulsory for all 
future naval otlicers; but inoro rocent 
decisions appear to weaken this regu- 
lation, and the training will not prove- 



complete anil practical enough to pro- 
duce etlllcient acting engineers. One 
circumstance, says Engineering, that 
points in the direction indicated, Is 
the manner In which existing engineer 
officers are treated. Although some 
concessions have been made, chiefly In 
regard to titles— -even In tills respect 
there have been qualifications and 
limiting distinctions — tho existing en- 
gineer officers will be at a disadvantage 
to those who an; to enter the Navy 
under the new dispensation. This Is 
opposed to all the time-honored and 
salutary traditions of the Service of 
the Crown, That a junior should have 
considerations superior to his seniors 
of the same branch is a most per- 
nicious doctrine, and one that, if fol- 
lowed out, cannot but lead to a feel- 
ing of discontent that must necessar- 
ily, contends Engineering, bo detri- 
mental to military efficiency.

Electric Traction Gains 

It was only a little while ae;o that 
railway men were predicting tliat the 
running of railways on a large scale 
by electricity was out of the question. 
They had reasons which laymen could 
; not understand about the loss between 
the maximum power required and the 
average power used, which loss, they 
said would counterbalance any nb'ssi- 
! hie saving. The logic of events has 
! made these "predictions look silly, for 
I the New York Central is just now 
reuchitig the completion of the llrst 
stage of Installation of a complete 
electric .system for running Its trains 
into New York City. At the present 
■ stage the steam trains will be picked 
up by electric locomotives about 
eighteen miles out from the Grand 
i Central station and run Into the sta- 
I lion at an oven higher speed than at 
| present, There will be twelve miles of 



"pole territory." This will be great- 
ly extended In the near future, The 
company has now ready for this ser- 
vice 35 electric locomotives, !i3 all- 
steel motor cars, and 135 all-steel 
trailer cars. The electric locomotives 
will bo used for hauling the .steam 
trains between high bridge and tho 
Grand Central station; while the mo- 
tor cars and trailers will bo used to 
give a suburban service. The electric 
locomotives have a maximum speed of 
from 40 to SO miles per hour, accord- 
ing to the weight of the train, wliilo 
the motor cars have a maximum speed 
of 5'i miles per hour.

COAL FROM JAPAN 

Stohmer Beckingham Duo With Cargo 
For Treadwell Mines 

Steamer lieeklnElinm, one of the Watts 
Watts steamers, wlileli has visited Victoria 
several times, Is due from Moji wit* u full 
cargo of (i.uoo tons of coal for the Tread- 
tvell mines on Douglas island, Alaska. 
These properties, where a large number of 
stamps are hi operation, have been nuionK 
the enterprises greatly handicapped by the 
coal shortage. Formerly sufficient coal for 
the plant was secured from Comox, whence 
the steamer Wellington and tugs with coal 
bulks were In commission carrying fuel 
north. Since tile Increased demands ,for the 
output of the Vancouver Island collieries, 
the Treadwell mines have suffered frou 
t!n.(! shortage, and to relieve tills the Beck- 
Ingliam was secured to bring a cargo of 
.hipane.se co-al from MnJI. The .Moji coal is 
Inferior to the local fuel. Some Japanese 
trump steamers are also reported to be on 
the way to Paclllc const ports with cargoes 
of coal from Moji and Muroran. 

San Francisco Is receiving an additional 
supply to that shipped from Vancouver Isl- 
and mines from Australia, the Norwegian 
steamer Thode Kagehind having arrived a 
tow days ago at: the Hay City with 0.14.1 
tons of coal from Newcastle. .1. ,r. Moore 
& Co., to whom tlie Norwegian vessel was 
Chartered, have other cargoes on the way 
to the Bolden Bute from Australia, and ex 
peel to land 150,060 tons within the next 
live months.

This will reduce tho do- 
mestic demand, but tho commercial demand 
even then, ns it looks to me. will still be 
greater than the supply, and the prospect 
for chenper coal and an additional supply 
is exceedingly remote."

A frequent complaint: or the smoker Is 
ltes or mental tone and- iiiuiiiMtv to con- 
centrate the ■attention. Nervous syniotoais 
will bo more apparent In a woman smoker 
than a man. because a woman's nervous or- 
ganization Is of a more delicate order and 
wore easily upset. That smoking, even in 
moderation, is hnrnifu4 to women is very 
probable. There are many who assert that, 
hnblluu! smoking lias a deteriorating effect 
on the race, and if parents of both suxes 
smoke It would follow that the children 
would be physically Inferior to the children 
of nou-stookers, other things being equal. 

This is mainly a personal consideration. 
Its not so much what we do that seems to 
matter, but <how we do it, and this is true 
of smoking as of everything else. To stnolte 
hi u public jiiace lays a woman open to crit- 
icism of strangers, and although a girt Is 
not necessarily "fast" because she enjoys 
an occasional cigarette, d.iic true gentle- 
woman avoids doing iinvthlug unconven- 
tional Ju public.

Grand Forks, Jan. 26.— About four 
hundred of the citizons, including 
about 75 ladies, gathered in the opera 
house last, evening to bear J. A. M;i'-- 
donald, leader of the opposition, and 
others speak, p. T. McCallum acted 
as chairman. The first speaker was 
II. W. Gregory, the Liberal candidate 
in Ibis riding. He spoke briefly, and 
feebly expressed' his views on political 
matters. He claimed that he was 
jus tilled in calling himself a Liberal- 
Labor candidate, as he had been nom- 
inated by the Liberal party here and 
a body in the labor unions. 

E. Miller, the Conservative candi- 
date, took the platform amid loud ap- 
plause. He stated first that he want- 
ed to contradict a report which was 
being circulated by his opponents to 
tho effect that be would move to tho 
coast if elected. Ho said there Was 
absolutely no truth in it. He ne^t 
look up the grievances of the Grand 
Forks coal locators In detail, and 
showed conclusively that certain lead- 
ing coal men among the Liberals 
were simply using this coal grievance 
as an election Issue. He showed that 
he same parties also, being perfect- 
ly aware of the exact nature of the 
coal licenses issued by the govern- 
ment, at a meeting consented and 
urged that tho money held In tho 
bank be paid out to Andrew Hacket, 
the original coal locator. The speak- 
er further showed and created a sen- 
sation in the meeting by stating that 
a certain petition of right had been 
secretly withheld by the Llberrii coal 
men when Mr. Miller as their solici- 
tor wanted to present it to Premier 
McBride on his recent visit to Grand 
Forks. Mr. Miller took his seat amid 
thundering applause, and was com- 
pelled by the audience t.o address a 
few more words, which ho did in con- 
clusion, 

Mr. Halsey, an orator from the So 
eialist ranks at Phoenix, was the next 
speaker. He openly charged Mr. 
Gregory with open falsehood in stat- 
ing flint lie had been nominated by 
the Labor party. Ho said the whole 
thing was simply Imaginary on Greg- 
ory's part. 

The next speaker was F. J. Deane 
of Nelson, who spoke briefly. Mr. 
Deane was in decidedly poor trim and 
hail difficulty in keeping the atten- 
tion of the meeting, his speech at 
times utterly failing him.

A year behind the walls of the peni- 
tentiary has transformed Mrs. Cassia 
L. Chadwick, formerly of Euclid ave- 
nue, Cleveland, one of the most notor- 
ious women swindlers In the criminal 
annals of the world, from an aristo- 
cratic, "lady," plumed with nil the gor- 
geous finery that thousands of dollars 
could buy, to a wan, prlson-palorod 
woman, broken in. spirit and body. 

By order from tho government, soma 
time within the next ten days Mrs. 
Chadwick will be transferred from tho 
Ohio penitentiary to the- government 
prison at Moundsvllle, W. Va.', where ■ 
she will complete her ten-year sen-- 
tence for Hie ruin brought, about by her ; 
astounding financial transactions. 

For the first time since tho second 
imprisonment of Mrs. Chadwick, .i 
photograph of the so-called witch of 
Una nee has escaped beyond the offices 
of the penitentiary, whore tl/e prison 
records are kept. The two posns shown • 
were taken in anticipation of trans- 
fer of the woman to another priRon. Tfc 
is the first photograph of the woman 
showing the famous female swindler 
an she actually appears adorned with 
a convict's number and dressed In 
prison clothes. 

Less than three years ago Mrs Chad- 
wick was living In a palat|al home. She 
was driving about tho streets of this 
city In an automobile, and borrowing 
Immense sums of money, as though it 
ivere water. She would hardly be re- 
cognized now by those with whom she 
engaged In big transactions in the days 
of her regal splendor. 

Interest in the transactions of Mrs. 
Chadwick has been revived by the or- 
der for her transfer. With Mrs. Chad- 
wick, a number of other federal pris- 
oners will be transferred from the 
Ohio penitentiary. A. S. Spear, cashier 
of the Oberlln bank, who was ruined 
In the Chadwick crash, will be taken 
to the Atlanta, Gn., prison to_ completo 
his sentence, as will W. F. Treese, a 
former Cleveland bank employee, serv- 
ing limn for embezzlement, The trans- 
fer will be especially hard on Treese. 
At the Columbus prison he has been 
employed as book-keeper in tho front 
office and has enjoyed practical free- 
dom. >

THE THAW TRIAL 

Nine Jurors Secured Out of Two Hun- 
dred Talesmon 

New York, Jan. 2S. — The 1ury which 
Is to try Harry K. Thaw for killing 
Stanford White is rapidly nearing 
completion. When court adjourned 
this evening; there were nine men in 
the jiiry box, one having been added 
during the morning and a second just 
before the hour of adjournment, 5 
o'clock. It is thought tonight that the 
taking of testimony may be begun on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Fifty talesmen wero examined this 
afternoon, So rapidly were the mem- 
bers of the special panel disposed of 
at the morning session that at the 
noon recess orders wero hurried from 
the court that an additional hundred 
men be summoned to report before 
Justice Fitzgerald tomorrow morning. 
This- will make a total of three hun- 
dred men thus far summoned. Of tho 
original panel there remains tonight 
but thirty-live. It was not considered 
this number would be sufficient for 
tho selection of tho throo jurymen 
necessary to make up tho trial com- 
plement of twelve, 

Of tho fifty men examined today, 
forty-three were excused upon doctor's 
certificates, upon the ground that they 
had formed opinions too strong to be 
shaken by tho forthcoming testimony, 
because they knew Stanford White or 
dome Important witness in the case, 
and for various other reasons. Five 
talesmen were challenged peremptor- 
ily, the stato leading in the exercise 
of this privilege with three challenges. 
The defence exorcised tho right In two 
instances. Tho two men of the fifty 



who proved acceptable to the state, 
to Thaw and his counsel were Chas! 
D. Newton, a retired railroad official, 
who is perhaps 05 years of age, and 
Louis Haas, the Now York represen- 
tative of a Philadelphia candy con- 
cern, who is not more than thirty 
years of age. Both Mr. Jerome and 
Mr. Partridge, the leading lawyer for 
tho defence, wero congratulated upon 
securing two such capable jurors as 
Messrs. Newton and Haas appeared 
to be.
